Within a few days the whole house can easily be trans- 
formed into a place thrilling with the life and inspiration 
of new, bright colors.

Royal Blue blinds. Not exactly a house you would pass by ■ 
without a glance of appreciation, is it?

adjoining has a wall of Adam Green Sani-Flat, or Muresco 
—an example of thoroughly modern COLOR-STYLING. 

The dining room walls are the new, delicious Apricot 
Sani-Flat, a flood of warm rich color that is conducive to 
cheerful thinking, lively conversation and mellow hospi- 
tality. The ceiling is White Sani-Flat or Muresco, with 
woodwork and chair rail of White Utilac Enamel. Table 
and chairs have been enameled with the same White 
Utilac and then "antiqued. "(Ask your Moore Paint Dealer.) 

Kitchens proceed gayly in the reverse direction from

Ours, for instance, has ceiling and walls of Blue Tint 
Interior Gloss, cupboards of White Utilac trimmed with 
Chinese Vermilion, floor and work surfaces of Royal Blue 
Utilac with White Utilac borders. The kitchen plan is worth 
noting if you are going in for extensive remodeling. It is 
scientifically correct, banishing lost motion once and for 
all. The sink is the center of operations-the range at one 
side, the refrigerator at the other— with plenty of drawers, 
cabinets and clear working surfaces.

Upstairs in the master bedroom, the color scheme pro- 
duces a cool, relaxing effect by the use of soft green and 
gray. The brighter notes are supplied by red accents in 
the curtains and bedspreads and mahogany furniture. 
Nile Green Sani-Flat for ceiling and walls^woodwork 
and doors of Mooramel High Gloss White Enamel. 

Light Blue Dulamel walls and a ceiling of Light Sun- 
shine Yellow Muresco bring a sparkling seashore atmos- 
phere into the nursery and White Interior Gloss for wood- 
work answers the problem of soiled surfaces, because it 
can be washed so easily. Black Utilac Enamel with a Yel- 
low stripe for the floor. Interesting details of this nursery 
are the Dutch door (children should be heard but not seen)

and the screen for control of ventilation. 

A mixture of equal parts of Pink and White Utilac for 
ceiling, door and upper walls starts the bathroom off with 
a youthful glow. A slightly more severe note is struck in 
the Light Gray dado and woodwork and a Black Utilac 
Enamel floor with Pink stripe completes the harmony. 

There you have a lightning sketch of just one house 
painted in the modern manner with a definite recognition
